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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  herein  submit  my  fourth  annual 
report  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

Our  great  problem  is  to  maintain  our  schools  in  creditable 
condition  and  at  the  same  time  keep  within  the  limits  of  our 
appropriations. 

America's  greatest  problem  today  is  to  train  the  rising 
generation  of  boys  and  girls  into  useful  citizenship. 

This  implies  a  thorough  preparation  in  the  fundamentals 
of  mental,  moral  and  religious  life. 

No  generation  of  boys  and  girls  ever  faced  so  many  temp- 
tations and  pitfalls  of  society  as  modern  life  presents  today. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  home,  the  school  and  the  church  to 
train  and  guide  the  emotions  of  children  to  a  greater  degree 
than  ever  before. 

Promotions  in  June  were  based  on  results  of  following 
tests :  Ayres'  scale  in  writing  and  spelling;  Charters'  diagnostic 
language  test;  Stanford's  achievement  test.  These  were  sup- 
plemented by  frequent  tests  given  by  the  teachers  and  a  few 
by  the  superintendent.  With  these  results  were  taken  into 
consideration  the  ranks  of  individual  pupils  throughout  the 
year.  On  the  above  basis,  the  following  number  of  pupils  were 
promoted  in  the  respective  schools:

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  NURSE 

Miss  Ruth  S.  Langille  offers  the  following  report: 

"I  have  given  each  child  an  examination  as  thorough  as 
a  nurse  can.  Results  of  examination  indicated  on  separate 
sheet.  I  have  had  a  chance  to  do  some  health  teaching  in  the 
schools  mainly  on  the  nutrition  line  and  weight  building.  I 
have  told  them  health  stories,  etc.  I  have  visited  all  but  5 
homes,  (these  people  were  not  at  home),  and  made  a  pleasant 
contact  with  every  family,  explaining  the  work.  I  have  obtain- 
ed permission  for  14  tonsil  and  adenoid  oprations  and  have 
the  general  interest  of  several  others  who  may  consent  later. 
Many  of  the  parents  are  planning  to  wait  for  warmer  weather, 
however,  and  many  of  the  children  now  have  colds.  Have 
made  arrangements  at  Keene  Hospital  for  clinics  of  6  to  8 
children  at  a  rate  of  $5.00  each.  Have  investigated  the  possi- 
bilities of  a  dental  clinic  and  interviewed  Dr.  Danforth,  at  work 
in  Swanzey,  noting  equipment,  methods,  etc. 

"However,  there  is  not  time  for  a  clinic  of  this  sort  at 
present  as  the  dentist  is  due  in  Marlboro  for  an  indefinite  time 
(several  weeks).  Also  there  is  not  sufficient  funds  for  floating 
the  project.     The  doctor  works  for  $3  an  hour. 

"The  children  usually  try  to  pay  for  actual  time  spent  on 
their  mouths.  However,  all  the  children  ought  to  be  able  to 
have  a  free  examination,  mouth  charts  of  work  necessary,  and 
estimate  of  probable  cost  to  be  submitted  to  parents  for  ap- 
proval. This  takes  time  and  costs  money.  The  schools  can  per- 
haps raise  a  small  sum  and  maybe  townspeople  and  lodges 
could  co-operate  in  this  project  and  ready  to  start  the  thing  in 
the  spring. 

"Records  of  this  work  are  in  good  shape  for  continuing 
work  later.  Weight  is  picking  up  and  children  are  paying  more 
attention  to  health  rules  and  proper  diet.  Many  of  the  parents 
are  willing  to  co-operate  in  dental  work  if  it  can  be  arranged.

All  our  regular  teachers  are  experienced  and  well  pre- 
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pared  and  trained  in  modern  methods.  At  the  Belvedere  the 
cadet  teachers  have  given  promise  of  successful  teachers  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  critic  teacher,  Miss  Farnum,  obtained 
some  good  results. 

In  all  our  schools,  we  have  tried  to  keep  the  instruction  in 
line  with  modern  psychological  and  pedagogical  methods.  All 
the  teachers  have  eliminated  fads  and  placed  emphasis  on  the 
fundamentals;  viz.,  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  the  use 
of  good  English  both  oral  and  written,  and  a  more  extended 
knowledge  in  geography  and  history.  Creditable  work  has 
been  done  in  drawing,  health  activities  and  nature  study. 

In  the  number  work,  your  teachers  have  followed  stand- 
ard laws,  viz. :  proceeding  from  the  concrete  to  the  abstract, 
from  the  known  to  the  unknown,  from  particular  to  general, 
from  problem  to  rule. 

As  far  as  possible  we  keep  the  work  practical  and  confined 
to  principles  that  enter  into  the  needs  of  the  ordinary  citizen. 

Since  September,  the  schools  have  continued  with  the 
same  teachers  as  last  year  except  the  Belvedere. 

The  crowded  condition  of  our  primary  room  and  the  an- 
ticipated large  entering  class  next  September  should  receive 
the  attention  of  the  district  meeting  in  their  appropriations. 

I  wish  to  heartily  approve  the  excellent  work  done  by  our 
nurse  Miss  Ruth  Langille.  It  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 
To  my  mind,  health  is  the  basic  foundation  of  all  educational 
development.  Spencer  was  right  when  he  declared  that  edu- 
cation was  the  development  of  a  sound  mind  within  a  sound 
body.  Whatever  support  morally  or  financially  you  as  a  town 
may  give  to  all  efforts  to  correct  all  defects  of  eye,  ear,  teeth, 
tonsils,  and  other  physical  defects  of  the  body  of  every  child 
so  far  will  give  that  child  not  only  a  better  chance  of  normal 
health  but  also  will  make  him  more  alert  in  mental  activities 
and  better  able  to  function  in  righteous  judgment  between 
right  and  wrong. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  School 
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Board,  teachers  and  citizens  of  Gilsum  for  their  hearty  co-op- 
eration.
